A note made by a veterinarian 
on Bully's medical record on 9A9/^1 & stated "Bilateral, chronic, progressive, solar induced keratitis, ll was going lo 
continue to worsen", A note made by a veterinarian in BulFy's and Spangle's meckal records on 1 slated 
"Solar Induced lieratHis is the same". There is no plan io address the progressive deleripraiori oF the vision, pein, or 
disoomlort due to the diagnosed oondilion. 

Eye oondiligrirs, pertipularty chrpnio conditions that become more active, are S^rique, otlen pairFul lo the animal, and, 
if not troalad quickly, may rasull In loss ot vision. Those tigers, need to bo re-evaluated by a veterinarian lo provide a 
plan lor treating arni'dr moniitorinq this condition,

Lameness andrpr abnormal stance with reluctance to walk may be 
indlcalwns of Iniury or underlying illness. This Hon n«eds to ba evaluated by a veterinarian to properly diagnose Ihe 
cause and provide a plan for treating andi^'or monitoring these cornditions. 


“An adult biack leopard in enclosure ff^t. Sinbad, was noted to have two large lumps protruding Irom the let! hip and 
lett lateral thigh with a third lamlly noticeable on his right mid-lateral Ihigh. This condition was cited during the 
inspection on 9^r'.£015, The veterinarian that was on site during the inspection oor»ducted on 9'‘&'£01 5 
recommend^ no treatment aft that time, but ha mgnitgr them daily Ipr change.

The tacilily must oontsull with a veterinarian and develop a plan lo monitor, diagnosis, treai and prevent tha spreading 
of this condition. 


** A juvenile liger cub in enclosure ff 4t , Elvis atong Ihe lefl shoulder had three circular areas where the hair was 
missing. The animql had been obtained from another irdivdue.l who h^d cpniirmed oases ol "ringwgim'' (a 
contagious fungal skin infacticin}. Gurrenlly, this juvenile ligar had been placed in the enclosure with iwo guvemla 
tigers that had alreatJy been at the BOSS facility, The condition of this tiger had nut been rroliced by the faality staff at 
the time ot inspecticn.

The animals have dilfer-ent 
items in their enclosures, but there is ne schedule ot rotaling or changirvg tha items in tha pans. 

Nonhuman primaies have complex social and intellectual needs 1hg1 need to be addressed when in ceptiviiy. A 
wrilton plan thol Is 4rectad by the AV. guided by curroniL profossional storxlards, and availablo for revtow by APHIS 
officials is reguined to ensure that the psychological well-being of these animals is being appropriately addressed, 

Must develop. dDcumonft. and tollow an appropriato plan For environmental onhanoomonit of r>onhurnar> primales lhat 
is in aooordance with currently accepted proFessionfll siandards and as directed by the AV.

Food that is past Ihe e/piration dales on Ihe manuFaclurer's packaging and which is not stored under proper 
oondilions (eg. relrigeration tgr raw meet products) deteriorates guickly and may become contaminated with high 
levels at bacterial pathogens which are a risk lo the health of Ihe animals being ted thie improperly stored tood. 

■Supplies ol food and bedding shall be stored in laollilies which adequelely proteci such supplies against delerioraitiDn, 
molding, or contamination by vermin. Rolrrgeratjoii and appropnale storage shall be provided For supplies ol 
perishable Food.

The indoor enclosure s 52 housing lor 3 Five month oW tigers, Lakota. Joey ar»d Khaleesi is not ibeing sufliciemtly 
regulated Fw extreme lemparatura qFiaogea. The ingpaclor opefied the sde doHjf 1o 1he indoor anclosure and telt a 
rush ol cotd air. Tho enclosure has two basshoard heaters that are not barng utilized. Tliase hoalars are prasenuy 
being urinated on and poses a healthrfire hauard to the animals. The floor in iFre indoor enclosure is made oF 
doncrele and the -only area For the animals to stay wemn is by burrowing inib IFie wood shavings on the elevated bad. 
Fadiily staff stated that they leave the window open #ven during the night allowing cold air to eriter. These lower 
temperalures could cause undLie stress and disMmfon to these young tigers. 

The ilicensee needs to sjfficiently regulate extremes of temperalure by healing or cooling Ihe indoor housing lacililies 
to proteot the healfb ol the animal and lo prevent discomForf.

Animals not provided with adequate potable drinking water are at risk for dehydrafon artd overtieatirrg. II other types 
of water receptacles ere provided to animals, ibese and all drinking waier receptacles shall be kept dean and 
sar^itary in ordar to mmimi^a contaminatiori by bacteria, algae, and other potentially toxic or inioctious malariale, 

II potable water is not accessiWe to the animals el all times, it must be provided as often es necessary for the heeHb 
and comfen of Ibe anlrrial and all water receptacles shall be Kept dean and sanitary.

The ilicensee is not regularly involved in the day to day care ol the animals and lacilities. Facility stalf stated that they 
have 2 employees 1hai live on site and another employee has rKil seen and unsure pt his status. Tba empiqyees whp 
are living on site have not bean adoquataty trained for emergency situations. Ibis was evidenced tty them being 
unable lo explain the emergency prolocol lor an escaped animal Tbe facility recently acquired 1 1 more animals 
making the ourrand total ol 127 animals lincJuding 12 speoies. Thase species have comptax medical, bebavioral, 
nutritlonaL and other husbandry needs Conditions al the facility currently do nel meel the professional level of 
hi-Ksbandry practices described in the regulations and standards. For example, jn the last 16 months, ^ tigers,! lion, 1 
bobcat, t leopard, and Z kinhaious ware found dead. During this irapection, 7 tigers. 2 lions end 1 leopards were 
idenlitied with veterinary care problems that were no t receiving appropriate care. Young animals (£ tiger cubs, 1 lion) 
at the laoilily were being hand raised ar>d require around the clock specialized care and feeding. A tcHa.1 cF 37 
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ertclosiines, affecting 76 animals, had no shade , This has been an ongoing problem ihal has been cited since May
